This was carried out by 
the W urtem burgian troops. 
"Twenty-five officers and 1710 men 
were made prisoners. Eighteen ma 
chine guns, forty mine throwers and 
one revolver cannon were raptured 
The French losses were important. 
“ In the Vosges, on Hilgenfirst. w* 
took an enemy work. Attem pts mad* 
by the enemy to rerapture it were re 
pulsed. Three officers and 149 men fell 
into our hands."

The life of Porflrio Diaz, who from 
1877, until Internal! .dissension drovo 
him abroad in 1911, swayed the des 
tlnies of the Mexican republic, reads 
like a chapter from mediaeval his­ 
tory. 
His career was fraught with ad­ 
venture and with deeds of personal 
daring. He was a ruler whose word 
wag 
absolute. 
He was an empire 
builder fit to rank with a Bismarck, 
an Ito or a Cecil Rhodes. 
Though 
Diaz undoubtedly was an 
able soldier, it was as a civil gorer 
nor that he made his most notable 
mark. 
HI* achievement* 
were the 
founding of a national school system 
(free from sectarian influence), the 
great 
Improvement of the City of 
Mexico, the modernizing of the Mexi 
can harbors, and the building of a no­ 
table railroad system. 
At the beginning of his presidency 
in 1877 there was on'1y one railway in 
the entire country. That was the Mex 
iran, or Vera Cruz line, 283 miles in 
length. 
In 1886 the two great system* 
of the Mexican National and Mexican 
Central railroads were begun. Ry 190* 
there were 12.000 miles of railroads in 
operation by ten companies. 
By some he was called a despot 
and tyrant; by others he was regard­ 
ed as nne of the greatest statesm en 
and constructionist* of all time. 
He 
brooked no opposition in the develop 
ment of hts plans and went so far as 
to amend the constitution, so that he 
could he elected to office continually 
At the sam e time he put an end to 
strife within the borders, stamped out 
religious fanaticism which barred the 
progress of the people, and made pos 
slble the development of the nation'* 
vast natural resources. 
Diaz was of Mexican-Indian parent­ 
age. 
He was born In 1830 in the town 
of Oaxaca, among the m ountains of 
southwestern 
Mexico. His father, * 
Mexican innkeeper, died when he wa? 
three years old, and hi* m other wa? 
left with *ix children.
